That the present craze for colours has come 
to stay is amply proved by the new autumn 
designs in lace curtains, “Only a small propor- 
tion are all-white. Even in those patterns 
that have a light ground it is nearly always 
écru, and often quite « deep: coffee colour. 
These shades are not only more practical in a 
dull winter atmosphere, but also look warmer. 

Yellow, orange, deep rose, terra cotta and 
similar vivid shades are prominent. Lace 
curtains to-day play an important part in re- 
lieving the dull, solid effect of the heavy side 
curtains which are a _ necessity in cold 
weather. Designers have, therefore, made a 
special feature of warm, glowing tones. 


‘The Use of Black. 


A new note is introduced by the skilful 
use of black in conjunction with colours, an 
écrue curtain, for instance, being finished with 
a black-edged yellow border or even with a 
wide black border in opaque “ canvas weave, 
on which conventional roses bloom in bright

Most of the advance patterns have some 
sort of striped fonndation. It may be con- 
cealed or half-concealed beneath delicate 
sprays of flowers, ur it may take the form of 
a border, but there is what cam only be de- 
scribed as a ‘‘ striped feeling ’’ about nearly 
all the patterns, One of the rare exceptions 
is a seli-coloured artificial silk filet lace of 
such coarse weave that, jt. looks as though, it 
had been made for a giantess’s frock. I€ is 
actually intended for use in conjunction with 
matching side curtains of heavy damask or 
velvet. 


-Po'd Patterns. 


A noticeable point about the new designs 
is that where a coloured border or stripes 
appear they are nearly always in a rather 
bold pattern, and in a much larger mesh than 
the ground work of the curtain. 

Filet designs continue popular, even the 
cheaper white lace curtains have forsaken the 
old-fashioned sprawling patterns in their 
favour. 
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The Siamese Cat. 
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The owner cf a Siamese cat is generally 
ready to press home the superiority of this 
animal as a pet. 

The Siamese species never condescend to 
be merely the family cat. On joining a 
household, she immediately proceeds to choose 
her owner, possibly not the person who pur 
chased her at all—the attraction may not 
have been mutual, The person on whom her 
choice has fallen is immediately made aware 
of his or her good fortune. 

They are ceriainly very beautiful to look 
et. Their eyes are an exquisite blue in the 
best specimens, and the pointed, fox-like 
shape of the face gives them an alert, intelli- 
gent air, In this country the cream-coloured 
coat is regarded with great favour, but in the 
animal’s native country the fawn shade is 
more popular.

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Spices and their Uses. 
—--¢e - — 


Spices are not used now so much in cooking 
as formerly. In the early history of England 
the ‘‘spicery "’ was a special department of 
the Court, with its own offices. Spices were 
rare and costly, and were chiefly imported 
from the Levant. Though not in common 
use, owing to their costliness, Chaucer alludes 
to them in a way which proves that they 
were well known and valued. He speaks of 
nutmegs, cloves, mace, cinnamon, and ginger. 
As spices contain a considerable quantity of 
volatile oil, they are useful as stimulants. 
As a rule, a small quantity is beneficial, as 
their stimulating properties assist digestion, 
while giving a relish to food and sharpening 
the appetitite. Nutmeg, especially, is very 
heating and stimulating, and should not he 
used by persons of apoplectic tendencies. 

Mace has the same properties. but to a much 
sinaller extent. Cloves contain 20 per cent. of 
aromatic volatile oil. 

Nothing is known of how spices first came 
into use, but they have been greatly esteemed 
from the very earliest times, and a small 
quantity of spice was considered a present 
worthy of being offered to a king. The 
Oueen of Sheba brought gold, spices and pre- 
cious stones as her offering to Solomon, and 
the difficulty in obtaining them is clear from 
the statement that '' there came no more suc 
abundance of spices’ as those she brought. 
None of the «pice-bearing trees grew in Pales- 


tine, so all had to be brought from long dis- 
tances, probably many of them, such as 
eassia and cinnamon, from China. In the 


Bible frankincense is often used as a general 
ferm for all Eastern spices. They were chiefly 
required for the compounding of the perfumes 
so universally used by all Eastern nations.

How to Make Pretty Designs 


at Home.

Materials—Quarter-yard face clath.in shade 
fe match coat; reel of buttonholé twist to 
match; inch-wide-circle of stiff canvas, and 
scrap of silk to cover same; centres for 
flowers. 

First trace on paper outline ef any flat 
petalled ilower preferred, such as begonia or 
pansy, or similarly shaped fairly large petals 
(these should be about one and a half inches 
deep to make Duttonhole, when fiinshed, 
about three inehee-meross}; and from the face 
cloth cut about streof these petals, Next, 
with the ‘twist, and, using buttonhole »stitch, 
ueatly work around edge cf each petal. (The 
stitches. need not be lose“ but should be 
very every placed.) ~” SS ease us 

Next take the circle of canvas, cover neatly 
with .thne.serap of silky andephace»petals in 
Stgere i to-ferm CDW ee st¢icing each petal 
in place with couple of ‘stitches, . This. com- 
pletes the body of tha None . 

Next decide on the cbitre. Just hów. when 
buttonhóles. are so manw-and-so varied, it ia 
nrincipally on the centré that one has to rely 
tor originality and distinction, and “with a 
little thought beautiful and unusual centres 
will occur to one. There is almost endless 
variety of these, and a few suggestions may 
be welcome. 

For this year shades of brown are to be 
much worn for coats, and black is always 
smart and very popular, and these two dark 
colours call for lightness and brightness in 
their buttenholes. To this end, artificial silk 
raffia, tiny velvet berries, or beads, crystal 
or tinted, may be used with most happy 
results. 


The Use of Raffia. 


lf raffia is chosen, thread length of chosen 
colour (doubled), slip, from back, between 
base of petals at one side of centre, draw 
raffia through, and cut off about three inches 
long; slip needle through from back again 
at other side of centre, cut off at about three- 
inch length, and tte the two lengths of raffia 
in a double bow—one of fashion's latest 
fancies, these bows. Make the bow large or 
neat, as preferred, and cut off any surplus 
rafha. If liked, four or six threads of raffia 
may be insérted at each side, and all tied 
together as one, to make a more finished 
bow. With brown button-hole, a matching 


, Ph 


i brown, or lighter shades of brown raffia, or 


blending shades in one bow, are most success- 
ful. With black buiton-hole, the shiny raffia 
bow may be in black, white, black-and-white, 
or colour to “go with ” one’s outfit, 

For the velvet berries choose a scrap of 
soft velvet (plush or satin may be used 
instead), cut into circles about half an inch 
in diameter; run a gathering thread aroynd 
edge, draw in tightly into berry shape, and 
secure with a few stiches. Fix about five of 
these around centre of button-hole, and 
secure. The same colours as in the case of 
raffia, or natural berry colours (reddy brown; 
may he used, 

In the case of beads (and, in the writer's 
opinion, wisely used, beads carry their own 
stamp of emartness), these may be sewn 
separately (about five beads to each button- 
hole) to the centre of the flower, close to the 
material; or they may be threaded singly, or 
in twos or threes, and allowed to hang on 
quarter-inch threads from the centre of the 
button-hole, and to sway gently with move- 
ment. If they are being secured close to the 
material, to soften the effect make quarter- 
inch stamens (quarter-inch of .button-hole 
twist with a knob at the end), and allow to 
hang down between the beads. 

Beautifully tinted and shaped beads may 
be obtained at minimum cost, With brown 
button-hole, crystal, amber, or shades of 
brown beads are best. With black button- 
hole, any bright colour, such as jade or 
cherry, to match one’s outfit, may be used; 
but especially effective is crystal (al! shaped, 
not round, beads, of course), white clase, or 
amber. W. M.

An experienced housekeeper declares there 
is really no occasion to cover jam pots if the 
fruit has been properly boiled and the right 
amount of sugar used. When cool, if kept 
in a dry room on the shelf, say, of a linen 
press, and the row of pots so arranged that 
a large sheet of white paper laid on top will 
keep out dust, flies, etc., the jam ought to 
remain good and free from mould for even 
one or two years.

A SNOWY NIGHT'S 
ADVENTURE. 


ay 
(By “ORDERLY ROOM.” ) 


HE re-opening of the Workman, 
Clark South Yard in Belfast has re- 
vived memories of the nights when I 
assisted in guarding that and the other 
shipyards against possible enemies. ' 
The Belfast Home Defence Corps was a 
very mixed collection, even for war time, 
We numbered four hundred or more, and 
included representatives of almost every 
religion in Belfast, and different shades 
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of politics. There was quite a. large 
prineting of Roman Catholics and 
Nationalists, a strong percentage of 


Orangemen, ‘‘captains of industry,’’ 
working men, clerks, professional men— 
in fact, we were a microcosm of Belfast 
life. As the war dragged on, not a few 
‘joined up,” and the names of most of 
them will be found inscribed on 
memorials here and there 
Ulster—and on the Menin Gate. 

We drilled in the Potato Market, at 
first with wooden rifles; but we had quite 


a good rifle range there, where we 
ractised regularly with Lee-Enfields. 


When the time came for us to take up 
duty at the shipyards, we were by no 
means “ duds,’’ though we probably fell 
far short of the pre-war sergeant-major's 


ideal. 


SHIPYARD DUTY. 


We “took over” the @iipyards at 
about nine o’clock every night and main- 
tained our vigil until about seven o'clock 
the next morning. Sentries were posted 
all along the water front for ‘“‘ two on 
and two off,’ with five rounds of ball 
each and very definite instructions. I 
remember that there was a general con- 
viction that the rule about challenging 
three times before firing placed us at a 
distinct disadvantage. We were quite 
convinced that the enemy, if he ever 
turned up, would not play the game 
according to these rules, but would en- 
deavour to obliterate a perfectly good 
sentry at the first challenge. 

The enemy did not put in an appear- 
ance in such dramatic fashion, but I 
believe that we collected a few suspicious 
characters and handed them over to the 
proper authorities. A pretty strong spy 
scare was flourishing at the time, and 
any stranger found within the gates of 
the yards after we had taken up duty 
was subjected to a very searching 
examination in the orderly room. 

Our orderly rooms were very snug on 
those winter nights and very difficult to 
leave. One of them, on the Queen’s 
Island, had, I believe, a gas cooking 
stove and hot pipes; but the others had 
great open fires, on which we boiled the 
company kettle after the manner of our 
ancestors. Our principal tipple was a 
tinned concoction called café-au-lait, 
which at least was warming and satis- 
fying after two hours in the cold of 
the Laganside. 


A CONTRAST IN POSTS, 


Workman, Clark’s South Yard was one 
of the most cheerful “ beats.” It was, 
at any rate, better lighted than the 
others. There was one place down at the 
end of their North Yard which, I think, 
was the most gloomy place I ever spent 
a night in—and I have slept in an other- 
wise empty wing of Dublin Castle and 
under the fir trees at Glendalough. This 
North side beat was along a pier oyer- 
shadowed by discarded ‘‘ Decoy ’’ slips, 
towering hugely out of the water because 
of their emptiness, their vivid camouflage 
dimming and peeling as they slumbered 
at their moorings. They had a large 
passenger list—of rats. That pier 
swarmed with rats. During his spell on 
duty the sentry heard nothing but their 
squeakings and. slitherings and the 
sluggish slap of the water against. the 
piles. Oh, yes! the South Yard was much 
more cheerful in the stilly watches of the 
night. 

t was a rather dreary, monotonous 
duty on the whole, and very few adven- 
tures came our way. I figured in only 
one. Shortly after I went on duty one 
night it began to snow heavily and de- 
veloped into a regular blizzard as the hours 
wore on. We, who were due to spend two 
hours on sentry-go in the immediate 
future, gathered around the open fire 
and made the most of it while we could. 


THE STRANGER, 


Suddenly there came a loud knock at 
the door of the orderly room. Now, nobody 
have any business on those enclosed 
premises at that hour except members of 
the corps, and they did not knock before 
entering the orderly room—they just 
barged in and kicked up a row if the 
kettle was not boiling. That knock, 
therefore, struck a note of drama. We 
looked at one another, and the O.C, 
reached for his rifle (which, by the way, 
he had unloaded immediately on- entering 
the room in accordance with regulations). 
At the moment I was acting as scullion, 
washing up the crockery; so the group 
round the fire ordered me with one 
voice to open the door. 

A huge man, covered with snow, 
immediately fell into the room, diffusing 
a strong odour of mixed drinks. With 
the assistance of the rest of the army, I 
picked him up and seated him on a chair, 
while the O.C. proceeded to interrogate 
him. It was rather a futile performance, 
because the stranger did not speak 
English, and, as a matter of fact, was 
incapable of saying much in any language 
at the moment. How he managed to get 
past the police guards at the entrance 
gates is a mystery that mever has been 
solved. 

He repeated one word continuously, 
and we eventually came to the conclusion 
that it was the name of his ship. We 
discovered afterwards that he was .a 
Norwegian sailor. ‘‘ You had better take 
him out,” said the O.C. to me. “ and see 
if you can find this ship of his.” There 
were times when I thought that the O.C. 
did not like me, and this was one of 
them. 


THE SENTRY BROODS, 


It took me nearly two hours to find 
that fellow’s ship (it was outside the 
shipyard), and it was an awful search. 
He was a very big man and he was very 
drunk, and the ground was very slippy 
under the snow. He insisted on clinging 
to me, and we fell down about a thousand 
times before I dumped him on his own 
deck and told him what I thought of him 
—at which the poor soul smiled largely, 
and insisted on shaking hands again. 
Hours later I was walking up and down 
a lonely beat, wondering if it was ever 
going to stop snowing, and if I was ever 
going to be relievedy or whether I was 
going to be left to perish like that sentry 
at Pompeii. It was bitterly cold. M 
beat impinged upon that of a British 
Tommy, and every time we met we tried 
to warm ourselves with a sort of duet of 
curses. 
As time went on, I made the alarming 
discovery that I was being gradually 
frozen to death. Rigor mortis already 
was setting in in my left arm. After a 
time it became impossible to lift that arm 
in order to consult my wrist-watch. I 
mentioned the matter to the soldier the 
next time we met, and he told me a 
cheerful story of a pal of his who had to 
set both legs amputated after frost bite. 
By the time my relief came in sight, I 
come to the conclusion that the

Princess Mary. lacked little to equal 
the whole - hearted 
welcome given to the Royal party on the 
official entry. ; 
King George, who is usually credited 
with only four visits to Ireland, has really 
been here five times—twice since his acces- 
sion to the Throne, once 1s Duke of York, 
and again as Prince of Wales. His first 
visit will not be well remembered by 
many. It took place nearly forty years 
ago, when, in command of torpedo craft, 
he made a raid into the Liffey. having 
successfully eluded opposing hostile forces 
during naval manceuvres. He did not 
then land at Dublin, but a few days later 
did set foot on Irish soil, I think, at 


Carlingford Lough. 
King Edword's Visit. 


This year saw ‘the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the official visit of the late 
King Edward VII. There were great days 
in Dublin then. The whole city was 
en féte during the time His Majesty was 


among us, and his great personality 
assured him a _ spontaneous “welcome 
wherever he apnpeared. I remember him 


walking in Bride street ‘to visit the 
Guinness Trust Buildings and being svr- 
rounded by the residents of that neich- 
bourhood, That was probably the greatest 
personal welcome that King Edward ever 
received. A little incident fhat made 
much merriment was when an old Jadv, 
having insisted on shaking hands, said : 
“God bless you, sir, we knew your ould 
mother.” His Majesty appeared to 
thoroughly appreciate this simple tribute. 

.Mr. George Wyndham... who was present 
as Chief Secretary on the occasion, wrote 
in a private description (I quote from a 
rare book in my possession): “. , the 
people hurra-ed themselves hoarse, and, 
incidentally, smashed Portland’s hat with 
a hard. heavy bunch of cottage flowers, 
dog daisies and sweet peas tied up to the 
consistency of a cabbage.” 


A Gaelic Writer. 


So Padraic O’Conaire is dead. Trish 
letters produced no more interestiny per- 
sonality than this wayward man. Gaelic 
scholars tell me that his short stories are 
as good as anything in any language, and, 
having known O’Conaire as a man, I can 
quite believe it. He was a relic of the 
eighteenth century, and, of all the men I 
know, he was the only real Bohemian. He 
despised money and the things that money 
can buy. He did not care if people mis- 
took him. for a tramp. “I am a tramp.” 
he said to me once, “ why wouldn’t I he ?’’ 
O’Conaire did all sorts of eccentric things. 
One day he startled the haute volée of 
Dublin by appearing in Grafton street 
leading a tethered goat which he had 
adopted as a pet. He wanted to go into 
a certain tavern near-by. so he marched 
into a greengrocer’s shop, where he 
purchased a head of lettuce, gave it to 
the goat, and tethered the animal to a 


lamp-post while he went about the 
business on hand. 
O’Conaire had a whimsical sense of 


humour ani, when he liked, a mordant 
tongue. I met him several times in London, 
walking along Fleet street with the same 
old caubeen, the same old clay pipe, and 
the same gnarled ash plant which were 
the insignia of his Bohemianism in Dublin. 
If he had chosen to write in English. he 
might have produced some fine short 
stories; for he had a delightful style as 
a raconteur and a fine command of 
nervous English. The last time I met 
him was little more than a week ago, 
when he held me up in Nassau street 
while he held forth on the iniquities of 
the persons who are trying to introduce 
Roman type into Gaelic printing. He was 
a queer man, but behind his dilapidated 
appearance and casual manner was a 
mind as keen as a razor, with a broad 
humanity that embraced all sorts and 
conditions of men. 


A City Sanctuary. 


The arrival of the first sharp frosts has 
been the signal for the start of a period of 
intense activity among the gardeners in 
St. Stephen’s Green. The flower beds are 
being stripped of the plants which clothed 
them so gaily during the summer, and the 
soil will be thoroughly dug preparatory to 
the bedding-out of the thousands of wall- 
flowers and bulbs which will provide a 
riot of glorious colour in the spring. 

The improvements which have been 
wrought in the Green in recent years are 
very apparent to those who take an 
interest in the beautifying of Dublin, but 
it is a matter for regret that there are so 
many people who never turn their foot- 
steps inside the gates of this oasis. Some 
parts of the Green are so peaceful and 
the vistas so charming that one can hardly 
realise how close it all is to the noise and 
hurry of College Green. 

Someone with a strong artistic sense has 
been busy with the paths during the past 
months, and the original treatment of the 
surfaces with marble chippings gives an 
exceptionally pleasing effect, which reflects 
great c:edit on whoever was responsible 
for the idea.

Evidently 
I had cut my elbow badly during one of 
our falls, and had not noticed it at the 
moment; and the blood had afterwards 
frozen solid during my two hours’ sentry 
duty. As the first casualty of the corps, 
I thought that I would at least have been 
promoted to the rank of corporal, but 
they only made a sort of regimental joke 
about it. 

Ah, well! they were a good crowd, 
those boys of the Home Defence Corps, 
despite their remarkable variety of out- 
I and belief. They had me a 
really useful body when the Government 
in its wisdom killed the corps.

It was raining. I turned drearily from 
Molesworth street into Kildare street and 
suddenly experienced a sensation akin to 
Wordsworth’s when he came on his 
“host of golden daffodils.”’ 

Just in front of me two ladies walked 
together, one in a mauve mackintosh like 
peach-bloom, with a crimson hat and 
umbrella, the other wearing a warm, rose- 
coloured waterproof. Further up the 
street an amethyst mackintosh, with a 
hat to match, glowed beneath a scarlet 
umbrella. On the o ite pavement 
hurried another lady in a _ jade-green 
storm-coat, and as I turned cheerfully 
into St. Stephen’s Green I overtook a 
figure in glowing brown, while a girl on 
a cycle flashed by like a kingfisher in 
bright blue mackintosh and hat. 


Clonyn Castle. 


No nobler mansion meets the eye in any 
of the Irish Midland counties than Ulonyn 
Castle, near Delvin, Co. Westineath, 
Until recently it was the ancestral home 
of the Greville-Nugent family, which for 
centuries as been closely associated with 
Westmeath. A few months ago it was 
privately purchased by an Order of 
Australian nuns, who, it is understood, 
are about to convert it into a boarding 
school for the higher education of young 
ladies. At present an army of workmen 
is employed at it, and extensive changes 
are being carried out in the internal con- 
struction of the castle, which is of modern 
date, having been commenced about the 
middle of last century. 

The building which existed almost on 
the same site before it dated from the 
sixteenth century, and was put to the 
torch by its occupants in the time of 
Cromwell, rather than allow his troops to 
occupy it. The present structure, which 
is flanked with four castellated towers, has 
several sun.ptuously laid-out rooms, one 
of the finest being the ballroom, the roof 
of which is supported by marble pillars, 
the walls being decorated with elaborately 
foliated relief work. 


Cromwell Foiled. 


The original Clonyn Castle, which dated 
from one of the first Earls of Westmeath, 
was one of the great landmarks of central 
Ireland. Cromwell was not long in the 
country when he set covetous eyes on it. 
How his ambition was checked is one of 
the saddest episodes connected with his 
desolating campaign. After sacking and 
devastating the town of Trim, he 
despatched a trooper to tell Lord West- 
meath that his army would have free 
quarters in Clonyn Castle next day. The 
Earl returned a defiant answer to the 
soldier’s threat that refusal would lead 
to the burning of the castle by the Round- 
heads. No Puritan, asserted the irate 
lord, would ever get shelter beneath the 
roof of Clonyn. 

Next morning as the Protector and his 
troops rode northwards to Delvin, as they 
attained the first elevated position in the 
southern part of Westmeath, the front 
lines of the cavaleade were suddenly 
reined in, and Cromwell, lifting his field- 
glasses, saw that the Earl had carried out 
his threat. The battlements and walls of 
the noble pile had collapsed, and great 
masses of smoke befouled the morning 
air. A few years after the building was 
restored, an? on a larger scale, and con- 
tinued to be the home of the Westmeath 
family until about the middle of last cen- 
tury, when a new castle was erected by 
Lord Greville, who married a daughter of 
the Earl of Westmeath.

Wild Geese Again. 


A friend who was out punt-shooting in 
Wexford Harbour the other night tells me 
that in the brilliant moonlight he saw the 
first flock of wild geese arrive for the 
winter season.

In all probability these 
are the pioneers of the migrants. The 
main flocks usually arrive in this country 
during the third week of this month. 

The flight of a gaggle is a stirring sight. 
A leader, probably an old gander, flies 
first, and he is followed by his faithful 
flock. The various gaggles keep in touch 
with each other during their long flight 
from the tundra regions, via Scotland. 
At night their gabbling sounds parti- 
cularly weird. 

When the geese first arrive in Wexford 
they generally spend their time feeding on 
the grass-wrack, or “salt weed,” which 
covers the mud flats adjoining the slob- 
lands. Later, when the land becomes 
wet, they take to the fields. 


Quaint Inn Signs. 


A correspondent writes:—Referring to 
a recent paragraph in the Jrish Times and 
the “ Diary,” I wonder if you, sir, or any 
of your readers, could give a correct de- 
scription and true history of the sign that 
adorns an inn not far from Clonakilty. 
I saw the sign very many years ago, and 
since then I saw the same picture, or one 
very similar, on a Christmas almanac. 

I cannot clearly describe the sign, but, 
as far as I can recollect, it was a brown 
board about three feet square. It was 
divided into sections. Across the to 
portion were painted, in great detail 
of colouring, the uniform and clerical 
garb, etc., of the figures represented.

The third figure 
represented a priest or clerical dignatary 
wearing robes and reading a book. Beneath 
him was printed: “I pray for alJ.’’ The 
fourth and last figure was a farmer. He 
was depicted wonderfully well, and had 
a merry twinkle in the eye. He appeared 
io have seen (or heard) what the other 
three had. written, or said, and his reply, 
as printed underneath, was: ‘‘ Aye, but I 
pay for all.”’ 


What Visitors Say. 


The impressions of a person who. is 
visiting Ireland for the first time may be 
very interesting, and are sometimes 
illuminating. A_ stranger often will 
remark on some feature or peculiarity 
which, by reason of its familiarity, has 
been more or less overlooked by us. 

I recently heard of a Dublin man who 
has a passion for seeing ourselves as 
others see us. When he meets someone 
who has never been in Ireland before he 
invariably tries to ascertain what there is 
about the people or country that strikes 
the visitor as being in any way unusual. 
One much travelled gentleman said 
without hesitation that he had never 
before seen so many men with curly hair, 
and he supposed that the womenfolk were 
naturally very jealous about it. A York- 
shire lady thought that in no city which 
she had visited, whether in England or 
Scotland, had she seen such youthful 
policemen. 


Another Mongoose, 


I have been told that the Dublin Port 
and Docks Board are the proud proprie- 
tors of a mongoose, and that the little 
creature was acquired for the purpose of 
chasing the rats from some of the Board's 
stores along the riverside. The rats, it 
appears, have developed an insatiable 
taste for Tasmanian hops. 

Messrs. Guinness, the owners of the 
hops, which are storee at the Custom 
House Docks, have complained to the 
manager of the docks that they have dis- 
covered further damage by rats to Tas- 
manian hops which they are drawing from 
the warehouse, and have announced that 
a heavy claim will be made against the 
Board; also that, unless the Board can 
guarantee against continued damage, the 
famous brewing firm will be unable to use 
the Custom House Docks for storage. At 
present the question is whether the mon- 
goose will be effective in exterminating 
the rats.

HISTORIC CELEBRATION. 
——F—

7 is fitting that Bury St. Edmunds is 
about to hold a Magna Carta cele- 
bration; for there it was that the plans 
were laid, just over seven centuries ago; 
to make King John sign the famous 
charter. | 

At least, so many think, As a matter 
of fact, you may study those . documents 
in the British Museum from now until 
doomsday, but you will never find his 
signature appended. This is not really 
surprising, since John was an illiterate, 


non-illustrious, lazy man; but he “— 
an 


crafty. He oppressed the nobles, 
coronation pledges to the bishops he 
denied. Moreover, he did not pay his 
debts. 


A FAMOUS MEETING. 


It was a matter of money and persecu- 
tion, and this was too much for English- 
men to bear. Therefore, at Bury St. 
Edmunds, on November 20th, 1214, 
twenty-fivé just men determined to make 
a weak and despotic King pe his Royal 
seal to the gréat charter. They met under 
the leadership of Cardinal Langton, Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, and it was through 
this man, who died exactly seven hundred 
vears ago, that the historic affair at 
Runnymede came about. He was a great 
historian—as well as history-maker— 
theologian and poet, and a very strong 
politician. i 

A tablet in the ruins of the abbey tells 
us of the meeting of those injured and 
infuriated, mailed twenty-five men, while 
another preserves the names of the 
twenty-five barons appointed to enforce 
the Magna Carta. The town’s motto is, 
é Sacrarium Regis, Cunabula_ Legis”’ 
(The Shrine of the King, the Cradle of 
the Law). | 


THE OTHERS. 


What oí these men who opened storm 
against him besides Langton? 'L[here- was 
Robert Fitzwalter, the leader of the 
barons; also an Earl of Pembroke, whose 
descendant was the patron of Shakespeare. 


There are to-day many famous pec ple 
living who are descendants of those 
twenty-five men of Runnymede. The 


Baron Saye and Sele, whose name is 
Twisleton-Wykeham-Finnes, gets, it is 
said, his original name from that famous 
incident of the island on the Thames 
where one of his forebears, one of the 
twenty-five, said to the cowering King, 
“Saye and sele.” An ancestor of the 
Baroness Dorchester is said to be another 
of the famous twenty-five. 

In its original form the text of Magna 
Carta was not divided into chapters, but 
in later times a division of this kind was 


adopted. This has since been retained by 
the best authorities, the number of 
chapters being sixty-three. 

AT RUNNYMEDE. 


This they took to Runnymede, and the 
King rode over from Windsor daily while 
negotiations were proceeding. He was a 
coward, but the thought of losing his 
mighty power made him stubborn, and the 
seal had to be forced from him. When 
the seal was affixed the charter was de- 
spatched North, East, South and West, 
with a copy retained for London. 

The chapters deal with knights, felons, 
fines, Jews, constables, castles, land- 
holders, mercenaries, freemen, and the 
taking of wood to the King’s buildings ; 
also with bailiffs, the removal of 
““kyde]ls,' or weirs, from all English 
rivers; treason, castle-guard, the lords of 
land and the forfeiture of land. Chapter 
32 says that the lands of convicted felons 
shall be handed over to the lords of such 
lands, and not kept by the King beyond a 
year and a day. 


THE END. 


In the end King John, a ruined man 
and a defeated king, who had lost most of 
England except, the West, was pursued all 
over the country, ravaging it as he fled. 
After marching through Lincotpahise he 
died. Some say that he was poisoned at 


Newark. Be this as it may, he lies 
buried in Worcester Cathedral, an 
example of how England’s forefathers 


dealt with crafty kings.

PRODUCTION IN DUBLIN. 

A large audience again was gathered in 
the Abbey Theatre last night for the second 
presentation by Madame Kirkwood Hackett of 
John Galsworthy’s play, “ The Skin Game.”

Madame 
Kirkwood Hackett also was convincing 
in her part as a county lady, who had no 
scruples in her choice and use of weapons in 
the struggle with the factory owner. This 
part was played by Jack Dwan, and the 
character drawn was quite good, if just a 
little bit too youthful. Edgar Keating was 
very studied and careful in his playing of a 
country gentleman, Others in the cast who 
did well were Evelyn Ashley as the agent 
Dawker, James West as the elder son of the 
manufacturer, and Evelyn Lund as his wife.

It is inevitable that the number of men 
employed at Ford’s Marina Works will be 
considerably reduced during the transition 
period while the necessary alterations in 
plant and machinery are being carried 
out. 

The new machinery is expected to arrive 
within the next few weeks. I understand 
that the entire tractor plant of one of Mr. 
Ford’s American works is being shipped. 

It is interesting to note that at their last 
meeting the Cork Harbour Commissioners 
extended the concession they granted 
recently permitting trans-Atlantic liners 
to hoc dh | small parcels of goods at the 
port without interference with their 
classification as passenger steamers. At 
the request of Mesars. Henry Ford and 
Sons goods not exceeding twenty-five tons 
in any one Jot may be consigned to or from 
Cork and New York during the next 
twelve months. 


CHILDREN’S PLAYGROUNLS. 


The movement to provide public play- 
grounds for the children, which is under 
the patronage of the Right Rev. Dr. 
Dowse, Bishop of Cork, Cloyne and Ross, 
and the Most Rev. Dr. Cohalan, Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Cork, is now taking 
tangible form, and an appeal for finan- 
cial support was issued during the week 
by the joint hon. secretaries, Messrs. J. A. 
Beckett and P. J. O'Keeffe. For such a 
laudable object support should not be 
lacking from the citizens of Cork, and 
generous assistance should be forthcoming 
in the provision of sites where the young 
people of the city can play not only with 
security and comfort, but also with 
discipline and supervision. 

It is now some years since the subject 
was first broached, but other matters inter- 
vened to prevent the launching of the 
scheme. The Committee appeals to the 
citizens to contribute according to their 
means and help to finance a project which 
will have a beneficial effect on the health, 
physique and morals of the rising genera- 
tion. ‘‘ Money spent now on public play- 
grounds,’’ it is added, ‘‘ will be saved a 
hundredfold later on in hospitals and the 
cure of disease.’’ 


SHORT-SIGHTED BUSINESS MEN. 


Business men’s lack of interest in local 
administration has been referred to fre- 
quently of late, and at the Associated 

hambers’ of Commerce Conference in 
Waterford during the week was alluded 
to by Mr. E. McArdle. “ For many years,”’ 
he said, “the doctrine kas been silently 
and successfully propagated that it was 
a sign of wisdom for business men to take 
no interest in local administraticn. That 
was. largely responsible for the existing 
apathy, and it was a wicked doctrine. 
The civic duty which devolves upon every 
man is to see his country, city or town 
well governed.”’ 

Mr. McArdle said that he was not speak- 
ing politically when he stated that for 
many decades the Irish people had concen- 
trated almost mi on sentimental 
issues, virtually ignoring all other .gues- 
tions, with the result that they had a lot 
of leeway to make up. 

With the change of Gevernment some 
years ago the Chambers of Commerce had 
a serions and responsible work imposed 
upon them which it was their duty to 
discharge, and he was convinced that the 
organisation would increase in power and 
influence each year. Their efforts an:i 
work were far above political motives—it 
was a matter of individuals; it was a 
question of duty. 

As an instance of the fact that there 
was no limit to the work of the Chambers 
of Commerce, Mr. MeArdle referred to 
their part in the drafting of the Cork 
City Management Bill, and he added that 
his personal reason for supporting the 
measure was that those who controlled 
industry felt the pinch of high local rates

in the keen competition of to-day, and if 
was small wonder that at times a demand 
went forth for the appointment of a Com- 
missioner. This step was only expedient to 
deal with a grave position, however, and 
offered no permanent solution. 


“A HARDY QUARTERLY.” 


Cork Harbour Commissioners decided 
during the week to definitely reject a 
motion brought tcrward by Sir John Scott 
that tenders be invited for the construction 
of a dry dock at the Commissioners’ yard. 
Mr. C. Mercier described the proposal as 
not alone a hardy annual, but a hardy 
quarterly, and several other members 
opposed it on the grownd that the ex. 
penditure was unnecessary, and that, in 
any case, the Board could not competé 
with private firms for shipping repairs. 

Sir John, in placing his views before the 
Board, said that the present was a most 
favourable time to have the work carried 
out, as the dearth of employment and 
competition for work would assist in 
getting favourable tenders for the work. 
A drv dock would be of considerable ad- 
vantace in repairing and surveying their 
own shipping, and such accommodation 
should be available for ships frequenting 
the port. The work in connection with 
their own plant could then he concentrated 
and carried out under the immediate 
supervision of their own officials. 


ROTARIANS AND CHRISTMAS. 


A suggestion has been made that the 
members of the Cork Rotary Club should 
embrace among their Christmas activities a 
work of charity which has been success 
fully performed for a number of years by 
the Derry Rotarians in the Maiden City. 

In a private talk at the recent Irish 
District Conference at Killarney, when 
branches in all parts of Ireland were 
represented, it was explained that each 
member of the Derry Branch “' adopted ’’ 
a destitute family for the Christmas 
season, presenting them with a bag of coal, 
a joint of meat, and other food ‘to the 
value of about twenty-five shillings. 

One of the most successful charitable 
functions organised by the Cork Rotary 
Club during the Christmas season is an 
entertainment at the local District 
Hospital, which will be continued this 
year; but, in recommending the additional 
scheme, Mr. R. W. Sinnott, the president, 
said that he thought the Derry members’ 
plan was well worthy of consideration. 


POVERTY IN QUEENSTOWN. 


Pending the arrival of Colonel Fitz- 
maurice and Colonel Russell, who it is 
expected will visit Cork during the present 
week, no further progress has been mada 
towards the establishment of Cork Harbour 
as an air port. From the point of view of 
position. the ideal centre for the seaplane “” 
base would undoubtedly be Queenstown. 

The position of Queenstown was dis- 
cussed at the recent Municipal Bodies 
Congress at Clonmel, when reference was 
made to the enormous ground rents and 
high valuations, and it was pointed out 
that for these two purposes alone the 
residents had to find approximately 
£40,000. 

Under the present condition of unem- 
ployment and distress this is a severe 
burden, and when the question was dis- 
cussed at a recent meeting of the Urban 
Council a resolution was adopted calling 
on the Government “ to initiate legislation 
to deal with ground rents with a view 
to having this source of -private income 
bear its due proportion of financial 
liability to the relief of the rates.’’ 

A notice of motion, which will be dis- 
cussed at their next meeting, has been 
handed in by the chairman (Mr. J. Fitz- 
gerald) that an association of the towns- 
people be formed for the purpose of com- 
pelling the introduction of legislation 
making for a more equitable arrahgement 
for basing ground rents and urban rents 


as a percentage on a new fair valuation. 
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UNIVERSITY COLLEGE, 
DUBLIN. 


SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE. 


The School of - Architecture in con- 
tion with University College, Dublin, is now 
open, and lectures will be resumed on Octo- 
ber 15 next. The school is under the direc- 
tion of Professor R. M. Butler, A.R.H.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., F.R.LA.1., and the courses are 
as follows :—The degree course of the Un- 
versity, the certificate course, course for 
students already in offices. 

The degree course comprises three years 
in college and two years in an approved 
practising architect's office, with part-time 
attendance in college. The certificate course 
provides for two years in college and two 
years in an architect's office, as for the 
degree course. 

Several students have this session enrolled 
for the recently established certificate course 
in architecture. This new course, arranged 
with the co-operation of the Royal Institute 
of the Architects of Ireland, affords students 
of architecture, in this country who are un- 
able or unwilling to matriculate and take a 
full five years‘ course the opportunity of 
following a course of practical and artistic 
instruction similar to the degree course, and 
of obtaining a certificate in connection there- 
with. The course of instruction generally 
follows the lines of the degree course, but is 
considerably modified on the scientific side. 

Students for the certificate course must have 
assed, or been eg ye from, the pre- 
iminary examination of the Royal Institut 
of the Architects of Ireland or of the Roy 
Institute of British Architects. This certifi- 
cate course meets the case of the student 
unable to matriculate, but desirous of avoid- 
ing the old practice of going straight from 
school into an office, which makes it so 
difficult for him to attain proficiency in 
design. In addition, there is the course for 
part-time non-matriculated students already 
in architects’ offices. 

Additions have been made to the College 
architectural library through the generosity 
of the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
London, in giving a grant of fifty guineas 
to the school for the purchase of books, which 
will be made available this session.

The 
need for cultivating the spirit of co-operation 
in the ranks of our country’s youth is, how- 
ever so apparent that, in spite of previous 
failures to accomplish anything approaching 
unification, I venture to make a suggestion, 

The ideas contained in this proposal have 
Bheen found successful in many other coun- 
tries, notably England, where the Festival of 
Youth, arranged each year by the British 
League of Nations Union, has merited the 
support and approval of all classes of people, 
more particularly educational authorities and 
bodies. 

There is no valid reason why in this 
country our Youth organisations could not 
come together each year in friendly rivalry. 
Each year a week should be set aside and 
called Irish Youth Week. The programme 
of such a week might take the following 
form :— 

Sunday—Opening ceremony. Mass parade 
of Irish Youth organisations, schools and 
other educational establishments. 

Monday and Tuesday—Athletic events. 

Wednesday—Joint conference on some 
agreed subject of common concern. 

Thursday—Concert or entertainment, to 
which each movement would be expected to 
contribute its own items. 

Friday — Joint meeting. Addresses by 
leaders of Irish Youth and visitors from 
movements in other countries who are in- 
terested in the new spirit of youth. 

Saturday—This could mark the closing of 
the week, and should consist of some outdoor 
event of a suitable nature. 

_ The value of such a week would be further 
increased by the arrangement of competi- 
tions and an exhibition of handicrafts. In- 
dividual movements would be expected to 
add entertainments and displays to the pro- 

If the organisation of this week is under- 
taken we can rest assured of the support of 
movements of a similar nature in England, 
Germany and France, whe would welcome 
the opportunity thus afforded them to send 


their delegates to any functions we arrange. 

It is the intention of the writer to call a 
conference in the near future to discuss this 
proposal, and he now invites Irish youth 
movements to give their earnest consideration 
to the project.”

At Burtonport 54 local boats and 6 Scottish 
boats, employing about 480 men, landed 1,386 
crans, which fetched £3,800. The bulk of the 
curers here, too, come from Donegal, and the 
workers are local girls. 


MOVING SOUTH. 


Further south, at the small port of Rosbeg, 
there are signs that the shoals of herrings are 
in the neighbourhood; and boats and curers 
are moving there. It is over eighteen years 
since herrings were caught at this point in 
any quantity. 

This in-shore fishing is of brief duration, 
as the herrings lose value when they have 
spawned; but while it lasts it is very profit- 
able. The yawl and ring net costs about |

DEMONSTRATION IN COURT. 

At Nenagh Circuit Court, Captain Finch, 
Kilcolman, Nenagh, sought a review of an 
award of compensation £1 11s. 3d., paid to 
Joseph Lynam, a horse trainer, of Nenagh, 
who was injured on January 25th last by a 
horse rearing up and falling on him.

Lynam was then seated on a chair and the 
reflexes of the knee tested. Lynam’s leg was 
exposed and was pierced with a full-length 
pin at two different points by Dr. Courtney— 
the affected part and the foot. When pierced 
in the affected part Lynam did not yield. 
though when prodded with the pin’s full 
length in the normal part of the leg he 
responded quickly.

Church of England as a reformed Church 
dated back to the first years of the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, who proceeded, by her own 
authority and that of her Parliament, to 
prescribe to all her subjects a form of Service 
which differed from the Catholic form in 
many ways; but most obviously because it 
was English. The bishops, with one un- 
worthy exception, refused to accept the new 
Book, and were thrust out from their Sees, 
and were replaced by men in sympathy with 
Elizabeth’s policy. These men were not asked 
if. they liked the new Service-Books, nor did 
the Queen ask for the sanction of Convoca- 
tion, as they were appointed precisely becauee 
they could be trusted to use the new Book. 


TWO RELIGIOUS PARTIES. 


The Prayer-book thus enforced on the 
nation by a purely secular authority auto- 
matically divided the nation into religious 
parties. Those who rejected it became 
recusants, or non-conformists, and those who 
accepted it automatically became Anglicans. 
After several revisions the Book became the 
Service-Book of the Church of England, not 
hecaase the bishops had composed it, but 
because Parliament and the Crown had 
accepted it. 

In 1904 the Royal Commission on Eccle- 
siastical Discipline sat, and as the result of 
Anglican amthorities were 
urged by the Legislature to set their house 
in order, a process which was understood to 
include the drafting of a new Prayer-book, 
which Parliament and the Crown could ap- 
This 
‘ervice Book was drawn up after delibera- 
tions which lasted twenty years. The im- 
mediate effect of all the proceedings was not 
dificult to estimate—the extreme High 
Churchmen had scored.

FIGHT. 


CROWD STOPS MATCH 
AT DUNDALK. 


A free fight, in which players and 
spectators participated, brought the Gaelic 
Football Senior Championship to an abrupt 


termination at Dunda Athletic Ground, 
yesterday afternoon. 
There were several thousand spectators 


present—the biggest attendance at a Gaeljc 
athletic fixture that had been seen in the 
town fot ten years—and everything went well 
during two earlier games, the semi-final of 
the Leinster Minor Football Championship 
and a hurling match. 

The Senior Football Championship final 
was between the Sarsfields, a team exclusively 
composed of Free State soldiers stationed at 
Dundalk, and the Drogheda Boyne Rangers. 
The game had been invested with unusual 
interest, by reason of the Rangers’ victory in 
the semi-final, after three re-plays with the 


for the past two years 

The attendance included a big contingent 
from Dundalk and district and thousands 
from Drogheda and South Louth. 

The game had been in progress for fifty 
minutes and the Sarsfields were leading by 
11 points when the trouble occurred. It was 
difficult to ascertain just what did happen, 
but some spectators were seen rushing on to 
the field immediately after a player on the 
Rangers’ side had struck a forward on the 
Army team. 

A few further blows were struck and the 
referee (Mr. P. Dunphy, Dublin) was among 
those hit. It is stated that he was hit first 
by a spectator and then by a player. 

Officials of the Rangers were indignant at 
what happened, and a prominent official 
struck the man who was alleged to have hit 
the referee. The match had been splendidly 
refereed, and the action of those who inter- 
fered with the play and the official was 
roundly condemned. 

Within a few minutes play became im- 
possible owing to the crowd on the field, and 
the referee declared the match finished. 

It is understood that the final will be 
awarded to Sarstields, who were easy winners 
when the outbreak of rowdyism prevented 
the continuation of the game.

MARINO’S NEW CHURCH 
DEDICATED BY MOST REV. 
DR. BYRNE, 


Dublin, yesterday morning, at 11,50, formally 
opened and blessed the new Roman Catholic 
Church at Marino, Dublin. There was a 
very large attendance, and Boy Scouts and 
stewards kept the roadway and the entrance 
to the church grounds clear. The houses in 
the neighbourhood were decorated with flags 
and bunting, among which the Papal colours 
were conspicuous. 

The church building, in Griffith road, is 
flanked on either side with schools. Of these, 
the boys’ school, conducted by the Christian 
Brothers, can accommodate 1,000 pupils, and 
the girls’ school, under the Sisters of St. 
Vincent de Paul, has accommodation for 
some 1,300. ‘The parish itself has a popula- 
tion of about 15,000. The new church is the 
first one in the archdiocese that has been 
dedicated to St. Vincent de Paul. The high 
altar is built of solid marble, with a canopy 
of stone, is dedicated to the memory of the 
late Arthur Griffith, first President of the 
Irish Free State Executive Council, and is 
the gift of many of his friends. So large 
was the congregation yesterday that many 
members of it had to stand throughout the 
ceremony. | 

In the blessing cermony the Archbishop 
was assisted by Canon M. 8. McMahon,

Criticisms of the Cork City Manage- 
ment Bill advanced by Mr. T. J. 
McKenna, Chairman of Blackrock Urban 
Council, in a paper read by him before 
the Blackrock Debating Society last 
Saturday night, were supported by 
speakers who followed him. Mr. Thomas 
Johnson expressed the hope that the bill 
would be so criticised that it would be 
withdrawn. FAL. 

Mr. MeKenna said that the bilf in 
general, as it stood at present, represented 
the very negation of civic liberty. It 
might possibly satisfy the aspirations of 
the people of Cork for pcpular local 
government, but it would be incredible 
that a bill drafted on similar lines for 
Dublin City and its adjacent townships 
would be accepted without vehement pro- 
test from the citizens. 


DRASTIC CHANGES. 
——F—— 

THE CITY MANAGER SYSTEM. 
At the outset of his paper Mr. MeKenna 
said that the Cork City Management Bill was 
in effect a declaration of Ministerial policy 
in regard to the future municipal gvvern- 
ment of the cities and towns of the Saorstat. 
he principles of the bill, he said. are clearly 
intended tor general application, and it is, 
dcubtless, the forerunner of a similar measure 
for the City of Dublin. The changes which 
it foreshadows in the system of civic govern- 
ment hitherto operating in this country "re 
ot such a drastic and .ar-reaching character 
that it would be difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of the bill as a legisiative pro- 
posal. The Corporations of Cork and 
Dublin have suffered capital punishment, and 


[at the present moment the Corporation of 


Belfast stood ignominiously in the dock, with 
its life hanging by a thread, He proposed to 
dismiss the problem of the restoration of the 
sovereignty of-the people in the control of 
their civic interests and the exercise of their 
civic rights. The desirability of having a 
representative elected body would hardly bo 
disputed. . “We are told,” said Mr. 
McKenna’, “by the Book of Proveros that 
multitude of cuunsellors there is 
safetv.”” “If, however, many minds are re- 
quired for counsel, one, and only one, direct- 
ing head is needed for executive, 


EXECUTIVE POWER. 

Equally necessary is the drawing of a clear 
line of demarcation between these two 
functions, in the interests of efficiency and 
progress. ‘This principle has already been 
recognised and acted upon in other countries, 


factory, particularly in Germany and the 
United States of America. In the latter 
country the idea has been embodied in what 
is known as the City Manager system. This 
system had its origin in Dayton, Ohio, in 
1914, and is now operating with conspicuous 
success in over 300 American cities, the 
largest of which ¥is Cleveland, Ohio, with 
a population of 940.000. <A city charter 
based on this system provides that the 
elected council shall be vested with all the 
legislative and executive powers appertaining 
to civic government, but that it snall be re- 
quired to exercise these powers on the execu- 
tive side through a chief executive officer 
known as the City Manager. Lhe manager 
is appointed by the council, and his appoint- 
ment must be solely on the basis of his ad- 
ministrative and executive qualifications. As 
he is held entirely responsible for admuinistra- 
tion, he is given full and exclusive power to 
appoint, direct, supervise, and, if necessary, 
remove, afl the rest of the administrative 
staff, subject, of course, to Civil Service 
regulations This deiegation of executive 
power to the City Manager does not in any 
way impair the supremacy of the people as 
exercised through their elected representa- 
tives, seeing that the council appoints the 
manager, fixes. his salary, and suspends or re- 
moves him from ofiice should be prove in- 
competent or otherwise unsatisfactory. All 
during his term of office he is, therefore, in 
every sense the servant of the people.” 


RESERVED FUNCTIONS. 

Turning to the proposals in the Cork City 
Management Bill, the speaker reviewed them, 
and submitted that, except for the “ reserved 
functions,”” the Cork City Manager would 
possess absolute and autocratic power. ‘The 
reserved functions, he declared, imposed no 
restriction of any consequence, and were ol 
mere nominal importance. or of very infre 
quent occurrence, and in regard to the ap- 
pointment of the city manager were the 
very emptiest of empty formulas. He would 
be appointed by the Minister. 

The bill in general, as it at present, stood, 
represented the very negation of civic 
liberty. It might possibly satisfy the aspira- 
tions of the people of Cork for popular local 
government, but it would be incredible that 
a bill drafted on similar lines for Dublin City 
and its adiacent townships would be accepted 
without vehement protest from the citizens, 
or that there would be attracted to the new 
corporation which it would establish any self- 
respecting citizen whose services would be 
of any value. : 
In effect the manager would be an official 
of the Department of Local Government, 
permanently stationed in the Cork City Hall 
and endowed with absolute and autocratic 
rower in regard to the business of the 
corporation. Instead of being their manager 
he would be the people's master, and fet 
all practical purposes his responsibility woud 
be solely to the Central Government, fromm 
which he held office, and which would ba 
able to veto even an unanimous resolution 
of the Council calling for his removal or 
resignation. | : 
In conclusion, Mr. McKenna said that he 
thought it would be agreed that the pro- 
osals contained in this bill fell very far 
gone the best and most enlightened standards 
of modern municipal government. It would 
be agreed also that, admitting the necessity 
for a change in methods of local government, 
there were cogent arguments to be advanced 
in favour of embodyimg in any new system 
principles which had been tested and foun} 
highly satisfactory in other lands. (Applause.) 


RULING MASTERS. 
Mr. O hUadhaigh moved a vote of thanks, 
and said that the great danger in this bill 
was that they would find themselves governe: 
not by people responsible to public opinion, 
but by public officials. They were indebted 
to Mr. McKenna for sounding this warning. 
Mr. Fonso Carton said that his opinion »/ 
the Cork Management Bill had changed con- 
siderably as a result of what he had heard 
from Mr. McKenna. He could not help 
voicing his humble opinion that the effect »t 
newspaper criticism on this measure had 
been, if not uneandid, at least not 
complete, and had conveyed to 
him an impression that closer study 
of the bill did not justify. It was 
manifest that the ruling masters in Cork 
municipal affairs would be the managers, 
und it was not less clear that the manager 
wis beyond the power of any Cork citizen to 
ynlerfere with him. He was cf opinion that 
so long as the present Minister for Local 
Government held office the powers conferred 
on that Minister would not be abused or 
misused, and that the powers conferred on 
him in regard to the Cork municipality would 
be used to the best of his ability and power 
fur the good of Cork City; but that Minister 
was not a permanent official, and it was 
possible that under another Government a 
very different situation might arise. 
Mr. Thomas Johnson said that it would be 
dificult to so alter the bill as to remedy 
the evil principle in it, because it had got 
its second reading. They should ask them- 
selves whether they were in favour of de- 
veloping’ democracy or against it. This 
hill would not develop a sense of responsi- 
bility in either the electorate or the elected 
persons. It did not throw any responsibility 
on the people. It imitated the Crown Colony 
system. e hoped that the bill would be 
so criticised that it would be withdrawn. 
My. Taylor (U.D,C., Blackrock), and 
Chairman of the Dublin Citizens’ Associa- 
tiun, also commented adversely on the bill.

Princess Mary and Lord Lascelles had 

a royal Irish welcome when they arrived 
fora short stay at their Portumna home yes- 
terday, It is true that they travelled from 
Dublin in a bullet-proof vanodium steel 
car, with non-splinter glass windows, and 
that they were accompanied by an escort 
of plain clothes men, but these precau- 
tions were not necessary; for everywhere 
they went they were received with nothing 
except kindly feeling and respect. 
They came to their Irish country seat 
at-a gentleman and his wife should come, 
without organised demonstrations or osten- 
tation, to spend a guiet holiday. 
Princess Mary has not been in Treland 
since 1911, when she accompanied Kinz 
George on a Roval visit: Lord Lascelles 
has not been in Portumna since 1919, but 
at all times he takes a keen interest in 
the town, and is responsible for many of 
‘the improvements. 
The old castle and the new have almost 
been completely destroyed by fire, and 
plans have been made for the rebuilding 
of the old as a home for the elder son of 
Princess Mary and Lord Lascelles. 
This is the desire of Lord Lascelles, and 
the Princess, who is charmed by the people 
and the beauty of the countryside, has 
gladly concurred. 


THE ARRIVAL. 


Princéss Mary and Lord | Lascelles 
travelled as ordinary passengers from 
Liverpool to the North Wall, Dublin, 
aboard the British and Irish Steam 
Packet Company’s ship, Lady Limerick, 
yesterday. 

They had a splendid crossing, ahd one 
of the ship’s officers in me-whe the 
vessel arrived that it was the ¢almest 
crossing he had experienced for many 
months. The vessel was due to arrive at 
eight o'clock, but owing to a thick fog 
encountered on the journey she did not 
moor at the North Walk titl‘a dittle after 
nine o'clock. 

Princess Mary and Lord Lascelles were 
early astir admiring the glorious scenery 
which abounds in Dublin Bay. At the 
Pigeon House Fort the Irish Free State 
Tricolour was dipped as a mark of respect 
to the distinguished visitors, while a squad 
of buglers sounded a salute of welcome. 

When the vessel steamed up to the wharf 
Lord Lascelles and Princess Mary were 
standing on the bridge with Captain Gill.

When the Lady 
Limerick came alongside Mr. David 
Barry, O.B.E., general manager of the 
British and Irish Steam Packet Company, 
Mrs. Barry, and Captain O'Sullivan, 
A.D.C. to the Governor-General, went 
aboard to welcome the visitors.

kicked savagely in the Body and face. 
His watch and keys were purloined, and 
the soldiers continued to kick their 
prostrate victim -until, apparently, they 
were satisfied that he was lifeless. 

Mr. Johnston eventually revived suffi- 
ciently to crawl a mile to his home, and 
he reached there in a terrible condition.

On the previous occasion there was 
a cloudless sky. Visibility was none too good 
to-day, and occasionally the machine was lost 
to sight in wisps of clouds. 


A PERFECT “ LANDING.” 

After flying from Southampt@ to Cowes 
again, the pilot swept round the sky and 
passed over Portsmouth before eweeping 
down to the water by Lee-on-Solent, His 
engine noise was lost in the wind. 

Gradually the ’plane glided down to touch 
the water gently. An expert standing on 
Calshot Castle exclaimed: “ A wonder in sea- 
plane landing.”’ 

After being towed in, Flight-Lieutenant 
Greig said that the air was very bumpy. He 
had felt a series of quick as NÁ and when 
approaching the Isle of Wight he had found 
no visibility against the a séin This had 
stopped flying at its maximum speed.

Late on Saturday night the steamer 
City of Lancaster, belonging to the ‘Eller- 
man Lines, Limited, and the British oil 
tanker San Gerardo, were in collision off 
the Nore at the mouth of the Thames. 

The City of Lancaster, which was bound 
from London to Constantinople with a.

Immediately after the collision she sent 
out an 8.0.8. call, which was answered 
by the Southend lifeboat and a tug from 
Sheerness, but the lifeboat’s services were 
not required.

The tanker, with damage to her bows. 
after anchoring at the Nore, proceeded 
slowly up the river towards Thameshaven. 
Belonging to the Eagle Oil Transport 
Company, Ltd., and built in 1922, she has 
a gross tonnage of 12,915. She was home- 
ward bound from Aruba Isla, Venezuela. 

The City of Lancaster is a steel screw 
ship of 2,996 tons gross, and was built in 
1924. Her port of registration is Liver- 
pool. Both vessels were constructed at 
Palmer's yard, Newcastle. |

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| CHURCH AND STATE 
|“ BISHOPS MUST NOT 
BE LAW-BREAKEKRS,” 


IN MEXICO. .

| NEW ‘YORK, Sunday. 

The Mexican Catholic laity yesterday issued 
a statement of their position in support of 
the petitidn now before Congress for a reform 
of the religious clauses of the Mexican Con- 
stitution of 1917. It is a reasoned document, 
drawn up. by lawyers, and among its signa- 
tories are men high in Mexican jurisprudence. 

The statement is largely an argument for 
friendly co-operation between Church and 
State. For the separation of the two it is 
necessary, it asserts, that the Constitution 
should recognise the existence and legal 
entity. of the, various. religious creeds. 

By way of refuting the charge that Mexi- 
can Catholics are reactionaries, the statement. 
points out that there is a form of union be- 
tween the Catholic Church and the State in 
Europe in Belgium, Spain, Italy, and Poland, 
and in America eight Republics—Argentina, 
Bolivia, Colombia; Costa Rica, Ecuador, 
Paraguay, Peru, and Santo Domingo... 

“We cannot be. called reactionaries,” the 
document says, “as such a. union is cun- 
sented to by progressive nations and 
sanctioned by the newest constitutions, such 
as that of Poland.”’ 

As to scholastic instruction, the statement 


| Says that the right of fathers cí families to 


give religious instructions to their offspring 
not only in the home, but also in the schools, 
is natural and inviolable, for the children 
are of the parents, net of the State. 

“We ask that in private schools no 
obstacles be placed against religious teaching. 
That liberty is guaranteed by all the nations 
of the world except Russia. The iaity ask 
for complete freedom of public worship, and 
also a removal of the clause of the constitu- 
tion which limits religious exercises. to 
Charches.”’ 

The right of the Church to hold property 
is asserted. The statement says that Mexico 
is the only country which absolutely pro- 
hibits property being held by the Church, 
and there does not exist, outside of Mexico, 
any law which prescribes that Churches are 
the property of the State. An exception is 
made of Russia, as a Communist community, 
which denies any private ownership oí pro- 
perty. 

It is declared that throughout the civilised 
world, only in Mexico is laicism imposed 
upon the schools; dissolution of religious com- 
munities demanded; the Church required to 
live without land; Churches declared to be 
national assets, and the recognition of the 
personality of the Church refused, and the 
demand made that priests should register 


themselves and subject themselves to the" 


State. 


THE PEACE PACT. 


NO MOVE FROM SOUTH 
AMERICAN STATES.

THE CHEMICAL AGE. 


From Our Own CorRRESPONDENT. 
SWAMPSCOTT, MASSACHUSETTS, 
Sunday. 

The world’s wealth will be measured in 
terms of nitrogen products rather than im 
gold in the future, Mr. Samuel W. Parr, 
President of the American Chemical Society, 
declared at the organisation’s annual con- 
vention. 

Mr. Parr described the chemical sciences 
as the dominating factor in the field of 
human welfare. 

Illustrating. the values of the sciences, he 
added that The output of chemical preducts 
in America is in excess of £400,000.000 an- 
nually. “This is a chemical age, and we live 
and move and have our physical being as a 
result of chemical processes,’’ he declared. 
‘Whether we travel afoot in chrome-tanned 
soles and rayon stockings or roll the world 
on rubber wheels and concrete roads, we are 
travelling in the comfort. of chemical grace 
and good-will.” 

Mr. H. R. Bates, Vice-President of the 
International Agricultural Corporation, re- 
called that Sir . William Crookes warned 
thirty years ago‘ that the world would face 
starvation if it did not make use of its in- 
exhaustible supply of nit n in the air for 
fertilisers. We now get 57 per cent. of our 
nitrogen from the air, and in the last two 
decades this commodity has taken a most 
important position in the affairs of the 
world. Any change in its cost indicates an 
immediate interest to statesmen, financiers, 
chemists, agriculturists and manufacturers.

SILENCE BROKEN. 


OUTSPOKEN STATEMENT 
BY DR. BARNES, 
SS 


“The majority of my colleagues in their 
revision. proposals made the serious mis- 
take of under-estimating Protestant féel- 
ing in the country. ‘They will make a 
worse mistake now if they challenge that 
regard for law and order, which is one of 
the soundest instincts of our ple.” The 
Bishop of Birmingham, Dr, Barnes, made 
this statement yesterday in an interview 
with a Press Association reporter, when 
he discussed the bishops’ policy with re- 
gard to the Prayer-book. | 

“I would prefer not to criticise the 
policy which the majority of the bishops 
have tentatively resolved to adopt in con- 
sequence of the rejection of their proposals 
for the revision of the Prayer-book,’’. he 
said. ‘‘ The situation created will be so 
grave, and the end is likely to be so 
disastrous, that I still hope that private 
remonstrances from men of weight will 
prevail to prevent the policy from bein 
adopted. But the wording of the official 
announcement has apparently led some to 
think that I approve it, and letters of 
surprise and indignation are reaching me. 
I am thus compelled to break silence. 


MUST NOT BE LAW-BREAKERS. 

“In my view, it goes without saying 
that, as the bishops are appointed by the 
Crown to maintain sound doctrine and 
lawful order within the national Church, 
they must not be law-breakers. 

“The recent proposals of my colleagues 
were rejected by the House of Commons 
with the general approval of the country, 
for two reasons. In the first place it was 
proposed to permit continuous reservation, 
and secondly, an alternative Service of 
Holy Communion was to be sanctioned. 

“ Of these changes some of the best 
scholars in the Church and vast numbers 
of its rank and file emphatically dis- 
approved. If now the bishops permit the 
alternative Service of Holy Communion, 
and issue licences for reservation, they 
will be breaking the law and flouting the 
authority of Parliament. Their moral 
authority for restraining further lawless- 
ness in the Church will be at an end: 

“The situation will, in fact, he as 
though judges of the High Court 
sanctioned theft up to ten pounds, and 
visited the stealing of larger sums with 
severe censure. 

“I would further point out that the 
Synods which most of the bishops pro- 
pose to caJl have no legal status. Each 
will be a private gathering of a diocesan 
bishop with the clergy of his diocese. Such 
a gathering can no more empower the 
bishop to set aside the old Prayer-hook 
than it can give him the right to repudiate 
the Ten Commandments. 


PROPOSALS SHOULD BE DROPPED. 
“I shall not call the Synod in the 
Diccese of Birmingham. I strongly urged 
in the private discussions at Lambeth that 
the bishops should drop the two conten- 
tious proposals which I have mentioned, 
and go to Parliament with the rest of the 
revised Prayer-book, which would then 
pass with negligible opposition. Until 
that happens 1 would remind Church 
people—clergy and laity alike—that Con- 
vocation has not approved for use any 
Prayer-book. Even were the bishops to 
ask Convocation so to approve the Book 
of 1928 its use would be illegal without 
the consent of the Crown. But a formal 
yuarrel between Church and State would 
then be opened, and Church people who 
desired to defy the State would be in a 
position to plead that they had the moral 
authority of the Church for their action. 

“For the bishops by a vote in Convoca- 
tion thus to precipitate a formal quarrel 
would be alike direct and unwise. 

“The reply of the nation would 
obvionsly be disestablishment and severe 
disendowment. Our people do not wish to 
subsidise Catholic innovations in ‘the 
Church, but such a policy would, in wy 
judgment, be preferable to that suggested 
by my colleagues, which is indefensible. 

‘We cannot profess to give moral guid- 
ance to the nation if we encourage our 
clergy to break the solemn declaration 
which we receive from every man before 
he is licensed to a curacy, or instituted to 
a benefice.” 


DIVORCE INCREASE. 


AGAINST TEACHING OF 
CHRIST, SAYS DR. LANG, 


York Theatre Royal was crowded yester- 
day when Dr. Lang, Archbishop of York, 
and Archbishop-designate of Canterbury, 
délivered the first of a series of Sunday 
afternoon addresses to men. 

He called upon his hearers to maintain 
the Gospel of Christ in the, nation at 
large.

DIVIDEND POSSIBILITIES. 


The recent. quotation of 44 would suggest 
that some people expect the dividend to be 
halved.

THE AMERICAN INFLUENCE. 
Brokers’ loans of the New York Federal 
Reserve Bank increased daring the past week 
by the equivalent of  £9,054,000 to 
£913,995,600. The latter figure represents. a 
high record, and in connection with the fact 
that the percentage of call loans (money used 
for Stock Exchange opetations) to the total 
rose from 76 per cent. in August to’ 87 ‘per 
cent. in September, it gives food for thought. 
Some American bankers are fully alive to the | 
situation, as evident from the statem@nts at 
the convention of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation in Philadelphia. The Vice-President 
of the Cleveland Trust Co. points out that the 
shares of some of the chain stores, mail order 
houses, motor companies, and soft drink firms 
are selling at prices where their yield is only 
half as much as afforded by obligations of 
the United States Government. Some of the 
delegates at the convention expressed the fear 
that if inflation of the stock market goes much 
farther there will be no stopping it short of 
disaster, The New York correspondent of 
the Financial Times. in discussing the further 
increase in brokers’ loans. and more especially 
the percentage of the call loans to the total, 
savs conservative Wall street is naturally 
fearing something unfavourable will happen 
unexpectedly some day. causing a heavy with- 
drawal of call loans by individuals and cor- 
porations there and abroad, thus kicking the 
feet óut from underneath the Stock market. 


THE QUESTION OF MARGIN, 

It is certain that at the first sign of an 
approaching market break the banks in 
America would call jn loans freely, and it is 
possible that those institutions might not 
escape loss. On the surface they are pro- 
tected, for their advances are nade on margin. 
If a share is quoted at 100 dollars, they 
advance to the extent of, perhans, 80 dollars. 
Hí, however, the share should rise to 120 
dollars they are prepared to loan 100 dollars 
against it, while a rise to 140 dollars would 
mean a loan of 120 dollars, and so on. But 
if it is assumed, for argument’s sake, that 
the proper value of the share is 100 dollars 
(and probably it is less), the above process 
means that the bank is lending on a share 
to an extent greater than it is really worth, 
and in the event of a crash the market price. 
for a time, at least, would certainly be well 
below that level. Indeed, if Wall street ex- 
perienced anything like a repetition of the 
slumps of the past, even good shares would 
be virtually unsaleable temporarily, for there 
would be absolutely no buyers. 


A POSSIBLE DANGER. 


This matter is of considerable importance 
for London, for a slump in Wall street could 
not fail to have important effects on this side, 
and, in the opinion of some people, our in- 
dustrial boom will only last as long as there 
are bull markets also in New York. Values 
here undoubtedly are in many cases grossly 
inflated, and, moreover, some people must hold 
shares of entirely new and unproved concerns 
at prices representing a big premium on the 
par value. The future may possibly show 
that these premiums are justified, bat in the 


event of a ‘‘shake-out” the bigger the pre- 
mium the greater will be the difficulty in dis- 
posing of shares in the neighbourhood of par.
